I  beg  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1972. 

I  referred  last  year  to  the  disturbing  increase  in  new  cases 
attending  the  V.D.  Clinic  in  Scarborough.  This  year's  figures 
show  an  even  greater  increase. 

Dr.  Lamberty  has  kindly  supplied  me  with  the  monthly  figures 
for  new  cases  and  attendances.  These  are  presented  in  the  form  of 
a  graph.  This  brings  out  clearly  not  only  the  steadily  rising 
figures  for  1972,  but  also  the  marked  pea,k  during  the  months  of 
June,  July  and  August. 

I  can  report  on  a  more  hopeful  note  regarding  infant 
mortality.  Where  relatively  small  numbers  are  involved  trends  are 
difficult  to  discern.  However,  by  averaging  the  Infant  Mortality 
Rates  for  periods  of  5  years  the  trends  become  clearer.

(l)  THE  MEDICAL  BATHS 

REPORT  BY  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  FOR  1972 

The  Medical  Baths  continues  to  provide  a  skilled  service 
for  the  administration  of  Physical  Therapy  to  both  residents  and 
visitors  on  the  recommendation  of  Medical  Practitioners  and  Con¬ 
sultants,  who  elect  to  pay  for  a  private  service  with  all  the 
advantages  of  immediate  treatment.  During  the  last  few  years 
there  has  been  some  falling  off  in  the  demand  but  the  latest 
figures  points  to  a  steady  growth  and  it  would  seem  that  the 
recession  has  now  been  overcome. 

In  addition  to  the  Physiotherapy  service,  the  Medical  Baths 
provides  facilities  for  Turkish  Baths,  a  popular  feature  over  the 
years  that  again  seems  to  be  growing  in  favour.  The  suite  has 
been  brought  up  to  date  with  contemporary  furnishings  and  decora¬ 
tions  and  compares  very  favourably  with  its  competitors.  A  not 
inconsiderable  income  is  now  also  derived  from  the  letting  of  the 
lounges  in  the  evenings  to  social  and  cultural  organisations  and 
to  the  leasing  of  a  specially  furnished  consulting  room  to 
several  consultants  for  their  private  practice.

The  Water  Engineer  kindly  provided  the  following  information 
for  inclusion  in  this  Annual  Report. 

The  Water  Supply  of  the  Borough  of  Scarborough  is  satis¬ 
factory  both  in  quality  and  quantity  and  does  not  show  plumbo- 
solvent  properties.  During  the  year  work  commenced  on  the  extension 
and  renewal  of  small  diameter  mains  and  on  a  new  main,  Top  Mount 
Reservoir  to  Springhill  Reservoir. 

New  schemes  completed  during  the  year  included  688  yards  of 
small  diameter  mains  to  serve  new  properties  and  1,494  yards  of 
mains  renewals.  Also  completed  were  1,405  yards  of  main,  Top 
Mount  Reservoir  to  Springhill  Reservoir. 

Bacteriological  Tests 

A  total  of  561  samples  were  taken  from  the  distribution 
system,  (mostly  from  consumer  taps).  Of  these  12  were  found  on 
the  initial  sampling,  to  be  unsatisfactory  but  on  subsequent  re¬ 
sampling  all  were  proved  to  be  satisfactory.  In  no  case  was  there 
any  indication  that  the  water  supplied  was  anything  but  wholesome. 

Chemical  Analyses 

281  samples  were  taken  for  chemical  analysis  during  1972. 

Total  hardness  of  Irton  Water  was  198  p.p.m.  of  which  approxi¬ 
mately  26.3%  was  permanent  hardness. 

Total  hardness  of  Cayton  Water  was  274  p.p.m.  of  which 
approximately  38.7%  was  permanent  hardness. 

Total  hardness  of  Osgodby  Water  was  270  p.p.m.  of  which  43% 
was  permanent  hardness. 

Mains  Supply 

Only  2  dwellings  within  the  Borough  do  not  have  a  mains  water 
supply.  This  is  due  to  topographical  reasons.  At  31st  December, 
1972,  a  total  of  16,304  dwellinghouses ,  flats  etc.,  were  connected 
to  the  mains.  It  is  estimated  that  a  population  of  7  has  not  a 
mains  water  supply,  the  rest  of  the  population  of  the  town  being 
supplied  from  public  water  mains. 
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I  am  indebted  to  the  Borough  Engineer  for  the  following 
information  relating  to  Sewerage  and  Housing. 

(3)  SEWERAGE 

Only  10  houses  in  the  Borough  are  not  connected  to  sewers. 

(4)  HOUSING 


During  1972  no  new  houses  were  built  by  the  Corporation  and 
110  new  houses  and  flats  were  built  by  private  enterprise.  In 
addition  78  new  flats  were  developed  by  private  enterprise  by 
conversion  and  16  by  the  Corporation. 

(5)  LABORATORY  FACILITIES 


The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  at  Hull  provides 
laboratory  services  for  the  Health  Department,  submitting  reports 
on  pathological  specimens,  samples  of  milk,  ice-cream  and  water. 

(6)  BYELAWS 

During  the  year  no  new  Bye-laws  were  brought  into  force.

AND  NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  (AMENDMENT)  ACT,  1931 

It  was  necessary  during  the  year  to  implement  this  section  on 
four  occasions.  This  section  relates  to  the  compulsory  removal  to 
hospital  or  other  institution  of  persons  not  receiving  proper  care 
and  attention  in  their  own  homes.  Three  elderly  ladies  and  one 
elderly  gentleman  were  moved.  The  ladies  were  admitted  to  hospital 
and  the  gentleman  to  Springhill  Close  Home  for  the  Elderly.  One 
lady  died  in  hospital  and  the  other  two  were  eventually  discharged 
home  .

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DOMICILIARY  MIDWIFERY  AND  HOME  NURSING 


Eleven  nurses  are  employed  full-time  in  the  Borough  by  the 
County  Council  on  Home  Nursing  duties.  Two  whole-time  midwives  and 
one  combined  duties  nurse  (i.e.  midwifery  and  home  nursing)  are 
also  employed  full-time. 

HEALTH  VISITING 


Eight  whole-time  Health  Visitors/School  Nurses  operate  in  the 
Borough,  their  duties  including  visiting  children  from  the  age  of 
2  weeks  until  15  years  of  age.  A  steadily  increasing  proportion 
of  their  time  is  spent  in  the  care  of  the  aged.  In  addition  they 
attend  the  various  clinics,  follow-up  notifications  of  infectious 
diseases,  visit  tuberculosis  patients  at  home,  investigate  social 
conditions  relating  to  boarding  out  of  children  and  adoption  of 
children.  A  Health  Visitor  is  also  employed  whole-time  for  the 
domiciliary  visiting  of  diabetic  and  special  clinic  patients. 

AMBULANCE  SERVICE 


An  Ambulance  Depot  (open  day  and  night)  is  maintained  at  Dean 
Road,  Scarborough,  where  Ambulance  Service  facilities  are  available 
on  request  by  Hospital  Medical  Staff,  General  Practitioners, 

Police  Officers  and,  in  cases  of  sudden  emergency,  members  of  the 
public . 

AFTER  CARE  OF  TUBERCULOSIS  AND  OTHER  ILLNESS 


By  arrangement,  the  Scarborough  and  District  Council  of  Social 
Service  provides,  on  behalf  of  the  North  Riding  County  Council, 
after-care  facilities  for  tuberculosis  patients  as  well  also  for 
those  suffering  from  other  illnesses. 

Additional  bedding,  clothing  etc.,  can  be  provided  and  loan 
of  sick  room  equipment  obtained  on  recommendation  by  doctors  and 
or  district  nurses. 
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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 


FOR  THE  YEAR,  1972 


I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  eighteenth  Annual  Report  on 
the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

There  were  no  staff  changes  in  1972.  During  the  year  special 
emphasis  was  directed  to  Food  Hygiene  and  many  talks  and  demon¬ 
strations  given  to  staffs  of  food  establishments.  In  the  autumn  the 
N.R.C.C.  arranged  a  Clean  Food  campaign  in  which  the  Scarborough 
Inspectors  played  an  important  role  by  addressing  meetings  of  food 
establishment  staffs  and  housewives,  when  appropriate  films  or  film¬ 
strips  were  shown.  All  the  larger  food  preparing  firms  in  the 
district  were  covered  in  this  campaign. 

A  Litter  Prevention  Conference  was  arranged  at  the  Town  Hall 
and  this  was  attended  by  representatives  of  organisations  interested 
in  the  problem.  Arising  from  this  meeting,  a  special  investigation 
was  made  by  the  Health  Inspectors  into  the  refuse  and  litter 
problem  affecting  Sandside,  the  Foreshore  and  the  Spa.  All  the 
premises  totalling  some  150  were  visited  and  assessments  made 
concerning  adequate  storage  and  collection  of  refuse.  All  the 
shop  traders  concerned  were  asked  to  assist  by  displaying  notices 
informing  their  customers  of  the  need  to  ’’Keep  Scarborough  Tidy” 
by  using  the  litter  receptacles  provided.

HOUSING  CONDITIONS 


1,589  visits  were  made  under  the  Housing  and  Public  Health 
Acts  to  ascertain  the  fitness  of  houses  for  occupation. 

House  Repair  and  Improvement  Procedure 

Seven  premises,  subject  to  Closing  Orders,  were  thoroughly 
repaired  and  reconditioned,  and  the  Orders  revoked. 

During  the  year,  tenants  of  three  houses  were  rehoused  by  the 
Corporation  on  the  owners  undertaking  to  recondition  the  properties 
before  re-occupation.  8  houses  were  reconditioned  on  outstanding 
undertakings . 

129  houses,  which  were  the  subject  of  application  for  Improve¬ 
ment  Grants,  were  inspected.  Fifty-five  houses  were  in  good 
structural  condition;  the  remainder  required  some  repairing  and 
forty  of  those  were  satisfactorily  repaired  during  the  year. 

128  complaints  regarding  miscellaneous  items  of  disrepair 
and  dampness  were  investigated.  The  following  is  a  summary  of 
action  taken  under  the  repairs  sections  of  the  Public  Health  and 
Housing  Acts.

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 

The  two  rodent  operatives  dealt  with  1,168  complaints  of 
infestation  received  during  the  year.  6,157  visits  were  made  to 
dwelling  houses,  business  premises  etc. 

The  Corporation  Tip  and  allotments,  and  the  Harbour  and  piers 
were  subject  to  regular  inspection  and  baiting.  The  sewers  in  the 
Borough  were  treated  four  times  during  the  year,  the  poison  used 
being  f luoroacetamide . 
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The  Public  Health  Inspectors  are  responsible  for  special 
inspection  of  premises  found  to  be  infested.  They  generally  super¬ 
vise  the  work  of  the  rodent  operatives,  taking  charge  where  defec¬ 
tive  drains  or  building  structures  are  found.  Routine  visits  to 
food  premises  include  a,  survey  for  rodents  and  other  insect  pests. 
25  notices  involving  structural  defects  etc.  were  complied  with.
